The  Chattanooga  Tennessee  order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt.  f.o.b. 
pool  plants  for  milk  testing  4 .0$  are:  Base  Milk  $5*01j  Excess  Milk  $3*14.  The 

butterfat  differential  is  7.1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
4.0 $.  (See  page  3) 

During  March,  74.8 $ of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5*33 
per  cwt . with  a butterfat  differential  of  7*7  cents  and  25.2$  was  priced  in  Class 
II  at  $3-18  per  cwt . with  a butterfat  differential  of  6.8  cents.  The  percent  of 
producer  skim  and  butterfat  priced  in  Class  I was  75*4$  and  62.3$  respectively. 

Base  milk  was  86.7$  and  excess  milk  was  13*3$  of  the  total  producer  deliveries. 

All  excess  milk  and  13-7$  of  base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  II  and  86.3 $ of  base 
milk  was  priced  in  Class  I.  (See  page  4) 

The  daily  average  deliveries  of  producer  milk  during  March  increased  3 *9$ 
compared  with  February  whereas  the  daily  average  use  of  Class  I milk  decreased 
2.4$  compared  with  February. 

The  Order  MINIMUM  Class  I price  for  April  is  $5*28  (Basic  formula  $3-53  plus 
$1.75  Class  I Differential).  This  is  a decrease  of  5 cents  compared  with  last 
month.  The  Mid-West  Condensery  and  the  butter-powder  formula  prices  were  each 
$3-53  per  cwt.  This  price  being  the  highest  of  the  four  alternate  price  formulas 
was  used  to  compute  the  April  Class  I price .
